Amendment to claim 32 at line 4; wherein line 4 has been amended by 
eliminating some unnecessary punctuation and substituting the proper term 
for Counter Clockwise e.g. (CCW) in place of (CWW). 

The issue fee will be deposited with the present Amendment After 
Allowance on August 3, 2005 in the mail, under separate cover. 

The Request for Continued Examination (RCE) (under CFR § 1.114) 
and when filed will include cancelled claims leaving the allowed claims 32- 
35 as to the N.O.A dated Aug.3, 2005. 

It's important to call to the attention of the Examiner with the issuance 
that the allowed claims (32-35) there is left the remaining grouping of claims 
as were held by examiner Mr. Vrablik (former Primary Examiner and is now 
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retired) the above cancelled claims will include some claims which were 
held allowable if several changes were made. Thus claims 12 and 23-25 
were held allowable by Mr. Vrablik if rewritten or amended to overcome 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12.
